According to the report of the City Controller
the amount of city warrants outstanding on the
31st day of December, 1568, wns $3,450,6058-50,
showing a deficloney of that amount for the
year 1868, which wonld have to be paid out of
tho receipts of 1868. The Recelver of Taxes
advertised his readiness to receive the taxes of
1809 on the 15th day of February., The call was
at once responded to by our citizens. The re-
ceipta were unusually large, in fact 80 large that
Mr. Peirsol felt himself safe In giving notice
“‘that all warrants registered In 18068 would he
paid on presontation.” No inconsiderable labor
and care attended the payment of these war-
rants and the ealeulation of the interest on ench,
Of those registered In 1861 thers yet remain a
nnmber outstanding to the wvalue of ahout
$150,000, which, in accordance with the Regis- |
try ordinance, must lie in the Treasury, there
awaliting the tardiness of the holders, to the dis-
appointment and lnconvenience of more anxious
and needy ones,

The City Counclls, on the Oth day of May,
1808, passed an ordinance requiring all holdoers
of city loan to present their certificates for re-
glatration previous to the payment of the July |
joterest. It was soon wmade apparent that,
owing to the shortness of time iuter-
voning between its passage and enforcement,
it would prove very gevere, cspeclally upon non-
residents. It was fenred nlso that, ns orlginully
pasaed, it would, by stringent enforcement, in-
juriously affect the eredit of the ity by creating
diseatisfaction ameng the bondholders. A sup-
plementary ordinance was thercfore passed by
Councils June 19, 1868, relieving non-residents |
80 far as the July Inlercst was concerncd.
In the fulfilment of the desired object of the
ordinance—viz., a correct account of the city
debt—proper books for registry were procured,
and all certifieates of loan recorded therein.
These books were then compared with the old
stock lodgers, to detect ony errors which might
have ocourred. New stock ledgers were opened,
and the accounts of those persons only who com-
plied with the provisions of the ordinance en-
tered, with datc of maturity of each cerlificate,
Theae accounts were then compared with the
July interest book, to discover if auny errors
had crept into it, and the work was complete,
The books for the payment of the July inte-
reat will comprise the names of such particsonly
whoae certificates have been properly regis-
tered.

In the payment of the seml-annual interest on
the city loan, Mr, Peirsol has likewise mude a
decided improvement by opening two books aud
paying at two desks, In this way, all confusion
has been avoided and despatch In the business
attained. Under his careful, orderly, and intel-
ligent control, the operations of the treasury
have been reduced to a perfect system, and facl-
lities for the transaction of its business multi-
plied. As long ns a Democrat holds the posi-
tion, we could not wish to see Mr., Pelrsol sup-
plsnted by any of the numerous sspirants {or
the position In hls party.

THE PRESBYTERIAN REUNION.

A vERY important step was taken yesterday to-
wards the completion of the efforts to tho-
* roughly reunite the New and Old School Preaby-
teriam, Churches, The representatives of both
omul*tious have united upon a basls of re-
union Which was nnanimously approved by the
New School Assembly, and by all the members
of the Old Bchool Assembly in attendance at the
sesalon at New York except seven. This plan
of reunion is to be submitied to the varions
Preabyteries, and If it is spproved by two-thirds
of the organizations in each branch, it is to be-
come the fundamental law of the reunited
Church. The unanimity displayed Indicatos
that there will be no serious diversity of opinion
in the various Presbyteries, and that the work
to be accomplished hereafter is rather a matter of
{form thaun an essentinl portion of the adjustiuent.
The two branches are to be made one under
¢ithe pwme and style of the Presbyterian Chureh
in the United Btates of America, possessing all
the legal and corporate rights and powers per-
taining to the Chureh previous to the divislon
in 1838, and all the legal and corporate rights
and powers which the scparate Churches now
possess.” Fast dissenslons are to be lgnored,
the publications in which prominence was glven
to the former points of difference are to be
guppressed, and ministers and laymen are re-
quested “to study the things which make for
peace, and to guard against all needless and
effensive references to the canees” of the divislon.
This action of the Presbyterians ls highly
creditable to both branches of that denomina-
tion. It can searcely fall o promote the pros-
perity of the Church and to ndvance the ll\ll!I"L‘l'."lH
ef Christianity, alike by the new vigor It will
infuse into sll Presbyteriun movements, and by
the good expmple it will set to other sects ?\f.hh'h
are unncecessarily divided by minor lssues.
